I  liave  now  collected  a  considerable  amount  of 
information  regarding  the  Dwellys  towards 
'  the  Fajuily  History,  which  1ms  long  been  in 
contemplation  but  which  I  hope  to  publish 
shortly,  I  am  printing  all  I  have  and  sending 
it  out  to  those  interested  witli  the  double  ol)ject 
of  jdneing  these  notes,  which  have  taken  me  an 
immense  amount  of  labour  to  collect,  on  per¬ 
manent  record,  and  at  the  same  time,  by  telling 
those  able  to  help  with  further  information  all 
I  already  know,  to  enable  them  to  send  me  any 
data  they  may  possess  wbicli  is  new  to  me,  and 
which  would  make  the  History  more  complete. 
Kntrlcs  from  old  Family  Bibles  are  especially 
welcome  as  they  often  help  to  bridge  over  the 
very  difTicuit  period  of  1650  to  1750,  and  I  have  some  such  notes 
not  recorded  in  the  Farish  Kegistci  sat  all. 

Any  additional  births,  baptisms,  marriages,  dcatlis,  burials,  or 
dates  of  same,  witli  any  childrens’  names,  will  be  very  welcome 
also  any  jjhotos  or  nunatures  of  any  members  of  the  family  wliich 
will  be  carcfiiily  returned  immediately  blocks  have  been  made  for 
their  reproduction. 

More  iufnmatlon  on  Charts  i  and  2  is  especiall)'^  desired. 
The  Urchfoiit  items  may  be  a  part  of  the  connecting  link  between 
the  original  immigrants  who  \vere  probably  the  imnnaliatc  ances¬ 
tors  i*f  tliujc  living  in  Snfl'olk  early  in  the  13th  century  and  otiuTS 
livin'^  Inter  in  Sonu  rset,  biit  as  Dwellys  were  living  at  Brent,  Som. 
in  1  l-dward  III.,  the  Somerset  Dwellys  may  be  descendants  of  a 
bimimr  who  left  the  original  line  before  those  of  Urchfont  first 

uei!  in  Wih.s. 

Dates— In  order  to  save  sj'acc  in  tlic  following  charts,  names 
of  the  numilis  have  been  replaced  by  the  figures  now  in  use  irtes- 
p<  ctively  of  Old  or  Kew  Style  to  prevent  confusion,  thus  5  May 
i7io,  is  given  as  5/5^720,  although  accoriling  tothccuslon  of  that 
d  .io  M.ay  was  reckoned  as  the  3id.  month. 

I  am  pal licuhirly  anxious  to  connect  the  branches  of  Lang- 
pert,  Kelbton,  the  Cnirys,  Barrington,  ilvc.,  also  to  find  out  who 
arnl  whence  Ji'lm  Dwi'Uy  '\as  who  residcil  in  Broadway,  Som.,  in 
1O30.  as  i  liope  to  j'rovc  him  to  I'C  the  firs^t  Dwclly  who  went  to 
Anntica.  'Die  Dwellys  of  Kclston  first  came  there  in  con- 

ncction  with  tlic  building  trade  during  the  building  boom  in  Bath. 
As  llio  Plymouth  bramdi  were  mostly  builders  there  may  be  a  close 
coniit ction  between  the  two.  I  should  like  to  trace  an  old 

Bible  of  Gylc.s  Dwclly  of  Hardington  (Chait  S)  who  died  in  1660, 
aiiil  about  whic!)  lie  made  careful  disposition  in  his  will,  as  it  may 
couRdn  valuable  notes  about  liis  aninccdents.  It  is  probably  now 
lost  be^’oiul  rcc.ill,  but  may  yet  be  rccovt'red  soniC\.lay. 

Who  was  John  Dwelly  who  lived  in  Fivehcad  ?  Was  he  the 
same  John  wlio  was  in  Broadway  in  1639  ?  If  not,  who  are  John
